On New H-Bomb 
Eniwetok Research Revealed 


After Letters 


WASHINGTON—C"P»—The Atomic Energy Commission 


has officially disclosed that hydrogen bomb "research" was 
included in a test of nuclear weapons at heavily guarded Eni 
wetok Atoll. 


But the commission stood 


pat today on its refusal to 
admit such a bomb had been 
exploded. 


The commission, after issuing its 


terse announcement Sunday night, 
also spoke of possible prosecution 
for those who have written letters 
home about seeing what they de- 
scribed as the world's first H-bomb 
blast. 


Interprets News 


Dr. Harold C. Urey. Nobel Prize- 


winning scientist who was a key 
figure in the development of the 
atom bomb, said in Chicago he be- 
lieved the AEC announcement 
meant the United States "has suc- 
cessfully exploded its 
first H- 


bomb." 


Rep. Carl T. Durham (D-N.C.), 


chairman of the Joint Congression- 
al Committee on Atomic Energy, 
commented on the AEC announce- 
ment only by saying the "theremo- 
nuclear weapons research" at Eni- 
wetok "came off on schedule." He 
would not refer to the tests' as 
hydrogen bomb experiments. How- 
ever, "thermonuclear weapon re- 
search" is the scientists' way of 
designating work on an H-bbmb. 


In a formal announcement, AEC 


Chairman Gordon Dean-said only 
that • the 1952 series of atomic 
weapons development tests had 
been concluded at Eniwetok Atoll; 
that the program included "ex- 
periments contributing: to thermo- 
nuclear weapons research," and 
that the scientists "expressed satis- 
faction." 


But what, reporters asked, about 


the swelling volume of letters com- 
ing back from ship crew members 
and others attached to the joint 
ABC-military .task force which con- 
ducted the 1952 program? 


The letters, widely published in 


the United States, described an ex-

man-made detonation. 


In.a written, answer to questions 


which had been accumulating on 
bis desk,-Dean said:

1. Information would be limited 


to. that contained in the formal 
announcement "because any am- 
plification might give aid to po- 
tential enemies.". No further an- 
nouncements will be made. 


2. The commission is "concern- 


ed" over the letters, 


3. "Investigations are under way 


leading to possible' disciplinary 
action or prosecution for viola- 
tion of task force regulations or 
the law" in connection with the 
letters. 


The Atomic Energy Act carries 


the stiffest of penalties for viola- 
tions of security-including • death, 
'life imprisonment, 20 years im- 
prisonment or $20,000 fine or both. 


But like provisions of other fed- 


eral law, courts must prove that a 
violation was made with "intent to' 
injure the United States or with 
intent to .secure an advantage to 
any foreign nation." 


Letters which have appeared so 


far seem to be of the ordinary 
letter-to-home type, telling in an 
awed and gee-whiz manner of an 
amazing spectacle. 


The danger could be that the 


letters, if accurate, contain unin- 
tentional tidbits of scientific infor- 
mation of major value in guessing 
how good the United States' new- 
est and mightiest weapon might 
be.

Two major fire losses were 


reported today in the area 
north of here as last night's 
electrical storm ignited and 
destroyed farm property in 
Ogle and Carroll counties. V, 
Lightning bolts striking the Stafc. 


ley Strauss farm near, Leaf River 
and a farm owned by Edward 
Kampmeier near Shannon In Car- 
roll county burned barns, at both 
residences. 


Estimates of damages were un- 


available. 


Three fire departments—Leaf 


River, German Valley and For- 
reston-fought the blaze reported 
about » o'clock at the Strauss farm, 
3 miles northwest'of Leaf River. 


The fire also destroyed hay, 


grain and machinery lodged In the 
barn. Rescued from it were seven 
or eight head of steers and a bull.

the company's right not to rehire 
employes discharged for alleged 
acts of hoodlumism during the 
strike.

loo long from the cold eye of the outside appraiser. Agencies 
Cushioned against such appraisal are likely to grow soft and 


slack, to substitute arbirtrary, even capricious decision for 
Jfeir judgment, to step over the bounds of legal authority. 


These agencies—government itself—free of real chal- 


;lenge, safe behind the protective wall of uninterrupted pow- 
-er, tend to devote more and more time to defending or cloak- 
;ing their errors. In time they operate perhaps less in the in- 
terest of justice for all than in the interest of self-justi- 
Ification.

Of each element in our vast federal establishment we

What functions does it perform? Are all of these useful 
land proper?

THE DOCTOR SJYS: 


Surgery for Fibrous Tumors 
Wise If Conditions Permit 


J. M. A. writes that she has a 


relative in her 40's who has a fi- 
brous tumor of the womb and 
wants to know what U is. She says 
she has heard that these tumors 
shrink during the change of life 
and therefore wonders whether the 
relative should wait a while or 
have an operation at once. 


To answer the last question first, 


it is true that fibroids tend to 
shrink during the menopause, but 
it is also true that the symptoms 
can be so severe that it is not wise 
to wait until nature brings this re- 
lief. 


Fibroid tumors of the uterus are 


extremely common in women past 
the age of 35, and it is said that 
one woman In five has one or more 
fibroid tumors by the time she 
reaches this age. 


Fibroids are tumors made tip of 


muscle and other tissues which 
grow in the walls of the womb. 
What produces fibroids is not ex- 
actly known, and as yet there is 
no way to prevent them. On,the 
other hand, if the age of the pa- 
tient, the size of the tumors, and 
the trouble they are causing war- 
rant il, there is a cure in surgery. 


It l« not often satisfactory to re- 


move the fibroids and leave the 
womb in place, so that the opera- 
tion usually involves removing the 
entire uterus, including the tumors. 


Some fibroids are small and 


never cause any trouble. Others, 
however, grow slowly and may 
produce a feeling of pressure in 
the abdomen and general weari- 


ness. The most common and trou- 
blesome sign is excessive or ab- 
normal bleeding, anU if the fi- 
broids continue to grow this gets 
constantly worse. 


Specialists in diseases of women 


have done a iot of work on fibroids 
and as a result there is not so 
mucn suffering from them as there 
used to be. 


Small fibroids which are not pro- 


ducting any 
symptoms merely 


have to be watched from time to 
time since they mav grow and 
cause difficulty, at least up to the 
time of change of life. Larger 
ones must be followed more close- 
ly. If they start to grow rapidly, 
or it the symptoms get much 
worse, something may have to be 
done for them. 
DECISION DIFFICULT 


The fact that removal of the 


womb is a serious opeiation makes 
the decision about an operation 
difficult. In many cases it can be 
postponed till after or near the 
end of the chlldbearing period, 
though the presence of fibroids it- 
self tends to make conception diffi- 
cult. 


Many women have been saved 


years of discomfort by having- this 
operation when it was Accessary. 
One cannot 
help but 
wonder 


whether some of the invalid wom- 
en of previous generations were 
not doomed to that state of ill 
health because of having fibroids 
which could not be treated at that 
time.

Every employe of every phase of government in our country

If we could observe 
that one person in ten in any average crowd is a 
tax-parasite we would find a way to revolt. 


The bailiff of the Superior court, the turnkey of the town coo 


and the driver of the police commissioner's official car, all come 
fore the citizen's own wife, children and parents and before his church 
in the list of his financial obligations. The jury commissioner's wife 
and kids must be fed. housed and clothed first, before the tax-payer's 
own. 
For a long time, union extortions took precedence over federal 


taxes. If the working serf failed to pay his income tax he could pull 
a poor mouth and get away with it.

But he had to pay the union or lose his job. Congress saw that

000 or $7,500 a year. Many of 
them give efficient if largely un- 
necessary service.. But the pen; 
sion list Includes rogues who by 
all the ^rights of life should be 
drawing the penitentiary scale 
of social security. 


They do pay a percentage of 


their salaries into pension funds 
but that is not as it seems to the 
naked eye. 
First, their salaries 


were increased to shift the burden 
of their pension payments to the 
tax-payer. Second, they were as- 
sured an iron-bound treasury to 
keep it in. Third, they draw in- 
terest at actuarial rates. Finally, 
we citizen-serfs have to put .up an 
equal amount out of our earnings 
to meet the pension payments 
when these privileged parties re- 
tire. 


The federal 
government and 


many other branches frequently 
admit that the old age pensions 
of social security are below the 
standards set for public employes. 
That is. why public- employes are 
dealt out of the social security 
system. 


The worst trouble of the New 


York police is their pension sys- 
tem. 
Young men can -retire who 


ought to be held on for many 
years. The result is that young 
men go to the cops not to be cops 
but to give the minimum per- 
formance, keep out of trouble and 
store up pension rights. Retiring 
in fine health with years to go. 
they take private jobs and com- 
pete with workers who are pay- 
ing the "public" portion of the 
pension system. 


The same is true of firemen. A 


cop retired on pension for disabil- 
ity recently won a big dancing 
contest. 
The choice of public 


services, promising pensions at 
an early age, in Jobs which re- 
quire no initiative or originality is 
bad 'for the standard of the police 
and fire departments. A cop or 
fireman disabled in the line of 
duty deserves proper indemnity. 
But retirement on pension should 
be possible only • when, in 
the 


judgment of a respectable pluck- 
Ing board, the. man is no longer 
fit' for the job. He might be 60 
or 75. 


All feminine branches of the 


armed services should be wiped 
out. 
They are an affectation, in- 


appropriate to our chivalry and 
absurdly expensive. A few months 


ago the army "released" a photoj 
graph of a couple Qf ladies' tailors; 
males, with the rank of captain 
and major of a special quarter- 
master branch, fitting a couple of 
WACS with a new design. A hell 
of a business for a captain and 
a major! 


Every three months a bevy of 


professional models strut for the 
publicity cameras showing 
oft 


more iiew uniforms for women 
Women never were necessary in 
any war emergency. , The man- 
power they were said to ' have 
saved in the big war was squan- 
dered a thousand times over on 
featherbedding, 
whistle - jumping 


strikes and snug harbors for 
slackers, most of them captains 
or better, in various "intelligence" 
layouts. The SOS had its heroes 
but it also had a large proportion 
of fakers planted by friends C
